184. The Nemaha NRD will construct a floodwater retardation structure, at no
cost to the County, downstream from County Bridge 23 located on Roca Road
between South 148" Street and South 162™ Street. The County will allow the
Nemaha NRD to store floodwater temporarily on County right-of-way.
